As shown in Fig. 4A, the concentration of phosphorus in a second impurity region 
124A is in inverse proportion to the change of the thickness of the taper portion of the 
first gate electrode 108, and it is almost linearly decreased from the third impurity region 
126A toward a channel formation region 121A. That is, in the case where the 
concentration of phosphorus in the second impurity region 124A is averaged in the
